Rare blood 
given by 
kibbutzniks °

Magen David Adom yesterday 
sent a team to Kibbutz Yahel in the 
Arava to collect bload plasma from 
seven members who have come 
down with chicken-pox in the past 
six months. The rare blood is need- 
ed to treat children with leukemia 
who have been exposed to chicken- 
pox and other viral diseases. 

MDA credited The Jerusalem 
Post ior the response by the kibburz, 
which is sponsored by the Reform 
movement and whose members are 
mostly English-speaking. Three 
weeks ago, the kibbutzniks read a 
story in the paper calling on adults 
who have recently recovered from 
chicken-pox te donate blaod. There 
was an epidemic of the disease 
among adults at the kibbutz. 

Blood from such donors can be 
used to produce plasma for children 
with immunity problems caused by 

_ certain conditions, including blood 
cancer and kidney disease. Normai 
children suffer no ill effects from 
chicken-pox. but those with weak 
immune systems can become very ill 
or even die. Plasma with antibodies 
to the viruses can greatly reduce the 
danger. 

Travenol, the Ashdod company 
that makes special plastic bags for 
blood collectign that allow blood to 
be divided into parts. joined the ef- 
fort. A special device that removes 
only the plasma from the blood was 
brought to Yahel. If only the plasma 
is removed, each donor can give 
much more than the one pint usually 
taken from the arm.

‘Cairo and Jerusalem, however, regard Sofaer's chances 


of suecess as minimal. 


Sofaer’s proposals, which havé been rejected in the 
past. are based on the return to Egypt of sovereignty 
over the disputed area, while Israel is allowed certain 
access rights to its installations in Taba. 

The gap between the two countries, which an Israeli 
official described yesterday as “very very wide," re- 
volves around the scope of Israeli access. E; 
agreed to limited access, while Israel maintains that it 


should maintain effective control. 


If the compromise efforts fail as expected, the deci- 
sion on Taba will be made by the five international 
arbitrators who are expected to hand down their judg- 


ment in less than three months.

Arab lawyer accused of security breach

Jawad Boulous, an Israeli Arab 
lawyer who regularly represents Pal- 
estinians from the territories, was 
questioned yesterday by police on 
suspicion of “aggravated espio- 
nage™ based on a statement he made 
in December in the Nablus military 
court. The offence carries a 15-year 
jail term. 

Boulous. who practises in East 
Jerusalem. had appeared in the 
Nablus court in late December to 
represent several suspects. Prior to 
the hearing. he asked the court for 
permission to speak with a client he 
had not yet met. During a brief con- 
versation with Boulous. the defen- 
dant said he did not need legal coun- 
sel because he was working for the 
Israeli authorities. He also men- 
tioned an investigation method used 
by the security forces. 

Upon returning to court, Boulous 
relayed what be had heard from the 
defendant, including the investiga- 


tion method, and asked to be re- 
leased from representing the man. 

Boulous’s statement in open court 
about his client's status and the ἴπ- 
vestigation method are the official 
grounds for the suspicion against 
him. 

Yesterday Boulous was ques- 
Hioned at the Petah Tikva police 
headquarters’ serious crimes divi- 
sion and released on bail pending 
‘possible charges. 

Boulous said the complaint was 
filed against him in order to cripple 
him as an attorney, and as part of a 
campaign against lawyers represent- 
ing Palestinian detainees. 

The complaint of breach of securi- 
ty was preposterous, he said, be- 
cause according to his recollection 
only the military judge and proseca~ 
tor were present in the courtroom 
when. he spoke.

Soviet commander proposes 
cutting Mediterranean forces 


MOSCOW (Renter) -- The com- 
mander-in-chief of the Soviet Navy 
proposed yesterday that the Soviet

warships and 10 support vessels for 
each side.

French police to show no 
mercy in New Caledonia 


NOUMEA(Reuter) - A young 
Kanak woman was shot dead yester- 
day, hours after French gendarmes 
were ordered to show 20 mercy to 
gunmen in the French-ruled South 
Pacific territory of New Caledonia. 

Leopold Jorodier, a Kanak sepa- 
ratist leader. said he considered the 
Paris goverament had “declared co- 
lonial war” with its announcement 
that gendarmes would fire back if 
shot at. 

The Melanesian teenager was the 
first Kanak to die this vear in an 
incident involving police. Three 
gendarmes were killed by armed 
Separatists on the tiny atoll of Ouvea 
on Friday. A fourth died of his 
wounds in ἃ Ssdnev hospita) on 
Sunday. 

Early yesterday. 11 gendarmes 
were released after 72 hours in the 
hands of the separatists. The search 
for a remaining 16 police hostages 
continued in the thick forests on Ou- 
vea. The captured men were taken 
on Friday as part of the Kanaks" 
plans to disrupt Sunday's local gov- 
ernment elections and to highlight 
their fight for independence. 

In the elections. the right-wing 
RPCR rarty linked to French Prime 
Minister Jacques Chirac took con- 
trol of all four regional assemblies in 
the territory. The Kanak Melane- 
sian separatists previously con- 
trolled three. 

The teenage woman was killed 
during ἃ gunbatie between police 
and separatists in the village of Can- 
ala, where seven gendarmes were 
shot and wounded on Sunday, a 
‘spoKesinan for thie French high com- 
mission said. 

He said gendarmes trying to leave 
the police station exchanged fire 
with separatists laying siege to the 
building. When the separatists scat- 
tered, the body of the 17-year-old 
was found, he said. 

France's minister for overseas ter- 
ritories, Bernard Pons. who was 
sent to Noumea after Friday's at- 


tack, told reporters shortly after ar- 
riving yesterday that the govern- 
ment would do everything necessary 
to contain violence in the territorv. 
Pons said he believed there were 
four Kanaks on Ouvea who had 
spent time in Libya. One had under- 
taken some kind of mititary training 
there. he added.

Mitterrand: Cancel 
New Caledonia vote 


PARIS (Reuter) ~ President Fran- 
cois Mitterrand yesterday called for 
Sunday’s first ballot for the French 
presidential election in New Caledo- 
nia to be declared αὐ].

Tn a speech to more than 1,000 
official delegates assembled for to- 
day’s 10th anniversary of the 1978 
revolution, Najibullah said his offer 
was part of his government's “na- 
tional reconciliation” policy which 
has been rejected by the Mujahi- 
ce rebels based in Pakistan and 

“We are ready to create a demili- 


tarized line wherever necessary if 


is in full bloom, the Europeans are ail sinilas, the waiters are courteous, 
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Pakistan and the opposition agree, 
allowing the refugees to return,” 
said Najibullah, according to an un- 
official translation of his comments 
in his Pushtu language. 

Brig.-Gen. Abdul Haz Ulomi, 
head of the armed forces committee 
of the ruling People’s Democratic 
Party of Afghanistan (PDPA), at- 
tempted to clarify the president's 
offer. He said up to several dozen 
demilitarized zones could be set up, 
wherever large numbers of refugees 
wanted to cross the border and re- 
turn from exile in Pakistan. 

He said the first three such zones 
would be centred on the towns of 
Barakot, Maruf and Darwaz Agai. 

Maruf lies 50 km. from the border 
east of the major road leading from 
Quetta in Pakistan to Kandahar, 
where heavy fighting has been re- 


ported in recent weeks. 

The Mujahideen claimed last Fri- 
dav to have captured Barakot, sev- 
eral hundred kilometres to the 
northeast in the mountainous Hindu 
Kush region. Najibullah denied on 
Sunday that government troops had 
been forced out of the town, saying 
they had undertaken strategic re- 
grouping there, 

Western diplomats said such an 
arrangement would suit the govern- 
ment, by helping to cut off the guer- 
villas’ infiltration routes into Af- 
ghanistan and by relieving pressure 
on the Soviet forces who under this 
month's Geneva accord are to start 
pulling out of the country on May

Dukakis 
would 
defeat 
Bush 


PHILADELPHIA (Reuter) - Mi- 
chuel Dukakis, buoyed by a new 
poll showing he would soundly beat 
George Bush in the presidential 
election. is aiming to continue bis 
month-long dominance of Jesse 
Jackson in today's Democratic pri- 
mary in Pennsylvania. 

The Democratic frontrunner re- 
ceived encouraging news on Sunday 
when Time magazine said its poll 
showed he would beat Vice Presi- 
dent Bush, the certain Republican 
presidential nominee, in the No- 
vember § zeneral election by a wide 
margin. Time said the Massachu- 
setts governor would defeat Bush by 
50 per cent to 39 per cent and would 
win with either Tennessee Senator 
Albert Gore. who withdrew as an 
active candidate last week, or re- 
maining rival Jackson as his running 
mate. 

With southerner Gore as the vice- 
presidenria! nominee, Dukakis 
would beat Bush 49 to 39 per cent. 
With the black civil rights activist on 
his ticket, he would win 47 to 42 per 
cent. The poll had a margin of error 
of plus or minus 3 per cent. 

The Massachusetts governor 
leads Jackson in major polls by 
more than 30 percentage points for 
the 178 nominating delegates at 
stake in Pennsylvania today. Polls 
show Dukakis leading Jackson in all 
areas of this industrial state. except 
in Philadelphia proper, the state's 
biggest city with a large black popu- 
lation. 

Nationally, Dukakis leads Jack- 
son in delegates 1,065 to 859 to- 
wards the 2,082 delegates needed to 
win the party nomination at the At- 
Janta convention in July. 

The winner — and political experts 
say Dukakis is in a solid position to 
win most of the remaining primaries 
- will face Bush, who is all but as- 
sured of the Republican nomina- 
tion. 

With Dukakis seen winning, po- 
litical speculation has centred on 
whether be might pick Jackson as a 
vice presidential running mate. The 
46-vear-old Baptist minister has not 
said whether he would consider the 
position. 

Dukakis. who says he wants to 
win the nomination before consider- 
ing a vice president, at the same 
time denies firmly he could lose the 
White House because of anti-black 
hostility if Jackson is on the ticket. 

Democrats have won only one of 
the last five presidential elections 
over the past two decades. 

Although critics attack his claims, 
Dukakis takes credit for a ““Massa- 
chusetts miracle” of revitalizing the 
state’s economy. 

Jackson has campaigned through- 
out Pennsylvania in search of his 
first major victory Since he over- 
whelmingly won the Michigan cau- 
cuses ~ focal party meetings ~ on 
March 26.

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Survivors and spectators unleash their emotions as Demjanjuk sentenced to death 


‘This is a trauma we shall never forget’

It hardly came as a surprise yesterday when 
John Demjanjuk was sentenced to death -- and 
yet nat everyone was prepared for it. 

Spectators, many of whom lost relatives in 
the Holocaust, wept. cheered and applauded 
after Judge Zvi Ta! sentenced Demjanjuk, 68, 
to death for his war crimes. Some began sing- 
ing Am Yisrael Hai, “the Jewish people five,” 
and Ani Ma'amin, a song that speaks of belief 
in the coming of the Messiah. 

But the survivors who had testified at the 
triat were not elated. Perhaps this particular 
trial was over, bul there were. 85 prosecutor 
Yona Blatman told the court. other tials to 
come. 

“This is a trauma which we shall never 
forget.” witness Pinhas Epstein told Army 
Radio.-"It is before our eyes every day, every 
hour...” 


For Eliahu Rosenberg. one of the early 
wimesses. the sentencing has not closed a 
chapter. “The chapter will never close,” he 
declared in a voice remarkably free of passion. 

Yosef Czarny, recalling his own suffering in 
Treblinka, was slightly less in control. “Ivan 
Groszny sits here in Jerusalem and gets a fair 
trial," he remarked, “I didn't get a fair trial 
when [ went to Treblinka with my parents and 
sisters and the thousands. 

“This is not revenge. As the judge said, a 
thousand deaths will aot equal what he did to 
aur people. to our children, but there is some 
relief.” Ὁ 

Jerusalem weaver Stella Saper, bom in 
Lodz. Poland, spent her childhood in terror of 
the Nazis. Like so many Holocaust survivors, 
she did not stray far from her radio yesterday.

Lowell, the oldest academic high 
school in the west, has no equal in 
California and is among the top 10 
or so in America. (Though not in 
football. Well, you can’t have every- 
thing.) Exalted regutarly in the 
press, it is also regularly criticized as 
“elitist,” although it’s free, and 
open to all. And as reported in an 
article I received recently from a 
friend in San Francisco, “over the 
years, Lowell students have been 
observed, examined and assessed by 
so many teams of visiting educators 
that they scarcely notice strangers.” 

So what's so Chinese about all 
this? Simply the fact that today the 
school is mostly Chinese. Cauca- 
sians make up only 23% of the near- 
ly 3,000 students. while 44% of the 
student body is Chinese. 

Other Asians bring the figure up 
to over 60%, roughly 50% more 
than the San Francisco public high 
school average, which is already 
high in diligent Orientals. (Under 
“affirmative action” guidelines -- a 
form of integration -- blacks now 
account for 4.2%, and Hispanics for 
7.1% at Lowell.) 

Where are the Jews? Good ques- 
tion. Certainly there are Jewish stu- 
dents at Lowell, but as a small mi- 
nority. This was not always so. 
During the Fifties, which was after 
my time, Jewish names dominated 
the yearbooks. What has happened 
since is Jewish affluence, which took 
the Jews to the suburbs but also, I 
am afraid, led to a decline in their 
long-famous motivation to study. 

The same drop in motivation, one 
can hardly help noting, has taken

place here, and I wouldn't be sur- 
prised if China was, in due course, 
selling missile technology to Israel.

But such a concentration of 
highly motivated kids intent on their 
studies, as at Lowell, is unheard of 
in Israet. 

China may or may not be a mar- 
ket for Israeli hi-tech. But if the 
government has the sense it must 
have, it will check out Lowell High 
School, with its intense academic 
excellence and emphasis on the ex- 
act sciences. 


In a normal week last fall, the 
bulletin board at Lowell announced 
that “recruiters from MIT, Har- 
vard, Princeton, Yale, Cal-Tech. 
Dartmouth, Vassar, Chicago, Cor- 
nell, Radcliffe, and Amherst” (and 
a few others} would be visiting to 
lure top students to the East Coast. 
And as was said even in my day, “If 
you can get through Lowell. you'll 
breeze through college.” 


And this: “Twenty-five students 
are considered a big turnout at a 
football game: the library is always 
crowded.” In my day, debating was 
the big sport, and Lowell usually 
won the city championship. 

I bring up all this here and now 
because it might be wise to realize 
that the old belief that “‘all the smart 
kids are Jewish” is tuming into his-

tory. Locally, it's been my observa- 
tion that intellectual motivation 
seems to be at its height in first and 
second grade, after which it’s gener- 
ally a long slide downhill.

Jerusalem merchants oppose 


forced opening of Arab stores 


Post Economic Report 

The latest clash between the secu- 
rity forces and Palestinian met- 
chants in East Jerusalem has caused 
anger and concem among Jewish 
shopkeepers, according to Avraham 
Birnbaum, head of the Jerusalem 
Merchants Association. 


The decision this week to force 25 
Arab merchants to open their shops. 
in defiance of the Palestinian leader- 
ship, will cause great damage to Is- 
rael’s image. he says. 


“There are 3.700 shops in West 
Jerusalem which are open. Instead 
of publicizing that fact. the govern- 
ment and the security forces have 
helped to publicize the fact that 25 
Arab shops refuse to open. This will 
hurt tourism,” he says. 

“For months we have been warn- 


ing that such a step would be coun- 
terproductive. There is nothing to 
gain from it.” 

Birnbaum admits that Jewish 
shops have benefited from the lack 
of competition from Arab mer- 
chants. Sales have increased by as 
much as 15 per cent. Souvenir shops 
have reported no drop in sales. de- 
spite the decline in tourism, and 
food shops are doing very well. Nev- 
ertheless, he said, the association's 
opposition to forceful opening is 
based on principle. 

“There is a difference between 
Jerusalem and the West Bank. The 
former is under Israeli Law. There- 
fore no one can compel a merchant 
ta open his shop.” Birnbaum says, 
adding that several months ago. 
when Mayor Teddy Kollek pro- 
posed forcing Arab merchants to 


open their shops, the association 
warned that the shopkeepers would 
not honour any decrees. “That is 
what happened, and the security 
forces have a problem on their 
hands." he says. 


Birnbaum blames Kollek for the. 
situation: “He said that the Arab 
merchants themselves hinted they 
would be happy to be forced to 
open, but { simply do not believe it. 

“We are against the strike in East 
Jerusalem, since it is a strike against 
our sovereignty in the city, but there 
is no way we can force them to 
open,” he says. 


Bimbaum adds that even if some 
shopkeepers could be forced to 
open, they could simply not renew 
their stock. They would be open, 
but their stores would be empty.

THE ISSUE has polarized the com- 
munity. Along with the debate of 
principle over the advantages and 
disadvantages of Church-State sepa- 
ration, some fear that the introduc- 
tion of Jewish studies in public 
schools may create detrimental 
competition to the existing system of. 
Jewish day-schools, now attended 
by roughly one half of all Jewish 
pupils in the 5-18 age group. 

On the other hand, it is argued, 
Jewish day-schools tend to be mere- 
ly “schools for Jews,” with an ideo- 
logical and curricular content inade- 
quate to promote a robust Jewish 
identity among the pupils. This 
schoo! of thought maintains that the 
Jewishness of Jewish schools should 
be substantially strengthened. 

The feeling may be justified that, 
despite its modest size (estimated 
at less than 32,000), the Jewish com- 
munity today can have its voice 
heard and its interests defended. 
But this requires a detailed and real- 
istic analysis of the structure of the 
Italian political system, the trends 
within it, and the opportunities for 
maneuvering that it offers. Does the 
Jewish leadership know how to

When Israel is under criticism, 
Italian Jews are expected to act as a 
sort of “loyal opposition” to the Is- 
raeli government. And if they do 
not, their own position, not to men- 
tion Israel's, loses legitimacy. 

Serious unknowns are implicit in 
the current situation. True. Italy 
was not in the past, and has not yet 
become now, a major focus of anti- 
Semitism. But, of late, powerful po- 
litical interests, the intervention of 
the media, and the imponderable of 
public emotions seem to be spiral- 
ling in a process whose longer-term 
consequences are hardly 
predictable. 

In the light of these develop- 
ments, the invitation to Italian Jews 
to be “Italians and nothing else” 
takes on added significance.

TEN YEARS AGO, whea I repre- 
sented the Isracl Association of So- 
cial Workers on ἃ recruiting and 
counselling mission to North Ameri- 
ca, ἔ was invited to set up a booth at 
the National Conference on Social 
Welfare in Los Angeles. 

The Bakke cause was pending in 
the U.S. Supreme Court. Tension 
was high between Black and Jewish 
organizations who found themselves.

{Allan P, Bakke had sued the 
University School of Medicine at 
Davis after being twice rejected for 
admission.

No Jewish 
community leaders were scheduled 
to speak. 

Advance texts of Farmer's and 
Jackson's remarks were provided to 
some participants. Both were criti- 
cal of the Jewish community over 
affirmative-action, and both had 
prepared hzrsh attacks against 
American Jewry. I was the only “of- 
ficial” Jewish participant in the 
conference. 

In order to address some of this 
unfortunate black-Jewish polariza- 
tion. 1 asked associates of Farmer 
and Jackson if I could meet with 
each of them. Jackson's answer was 
a flat “no. Bur Farmer left word 
with Chauncy Alexander, president 
of the National Association of Social 
Workers, that he would be delighted 
to meet with me. I was invited to 
lunch at a nearby botel with Farmer 
and Mrs. Alexander. 

Farmer engaged me in a far- 
reaching dialogue concerning many 
issues of black-Jewish and black-Is- 
raeli relations.

AS THE five hundredth anniversary 
of the Jewish expulsion from Spain 
approaches, Spain finds itself once 
agaia hosting a Jewish community, 
albeit a smal) one. 

For Spanish Jews, numerous cn 
of official friendship abound. 
first events commemorating the 
quintennial of the discovery of 
America -- and hence of the Jewish 
expulsion too -- include a litany of 
acknowledgments of Jewish contri- 
butions to Spanish culture.

- Spanish Jewry’s greatest threat may be internal

There was stony silence. From the 
advance text, he was going to open 
by lambasting the Jewish commuity 
for its support of Bakke.

He then gave an eloquent speech 
in which he analyzed the plight of 
America’s poor and the indifference 
of American society. 


THE NEXT DAY Jesse Jackson 
mounted the podium. As most of 
the conference participants had ex- 
pected or feared. he lashed into 
those whom he termed “former™ al- 
lies of the black and poor. With fire 
in his eyes he singled out those “trai- 
torous Jewish organizations” that 
had abandoned the cause of black 
people. Sounding like a minister of 
truth. he left no room for compro- 
mise. He was a charismatic speaker, 
playing so effectively on the emo- 
tions of his liberal audience that 
they gave him a standing ovation. 

In September 1979 1 returned to 
Israel, by coincidence in the same 
week that Jackson came to Israel for 
a visit. During that visit. he held a 
meeting with Arafat that angered 
most of the Jewish community. It 
was not so much the simple fact of 
his meeting with a leader of interna- 
tional terrorism that angered us, but 
that he warmly embraced Arafat - 
an act duly shown on TV screens 
the world over. 

In Nablus he was held aloft by a 
crowd of Palestinians. and reported- 
ly exhorted them to “liberate their 
land, their whole land, from the 
Jews.” Not long after his visit, The 
New York Times reported that Syria 
had donated substantial start-up 
funds to the fledgling “Jackson for 
president” campaign. 

Now that Jackson has again pre- 
sented his candidacy for president, 
Jews must speak out. If an anti- 
black candidate had surfaced, the 
black community would monitor 
and fight his every move. So it must 
be with the Jewish community's ap- 
proach to Jesse Jackson, who lacks 
the compassion and understanding 
of a James Farmer. 

To complete the Talmudic pas- 
sage that Farmer quoted so fervent- 
ly: “And if not now, when?”

Nothing has changed.* 

Alberto Swiec, a tax professional 
originally from Argentina, who took 
it upon himself to represent the- 
man-in-the-street view at a recent 
synagogue forum on the Arab-Israe- 
li conflict, thinks that this “man’s” 
view may be changing. 

“Up to now, the typical Spaniard 
could see in [5186] something to ad- 
mire.

IN SPITE of the need for tight syna- 
gogue poh the graffiti, the ke- 
fiyebs, and the uncertainties of pub- 
lic opinion, perhaps the greatest 
threat to Spanish Jewry is internal. 

Moshe Ben-Dan, educational di- 
rector for the Madrid Jewish com- 
munity sees the future as “very 
bad.” Not because of discrimination 
or even the fear of it, but rather 
because of loss of tradition and to 
assimilation. The number of Jews in 
the newly established Spanish com- 
munity is already decreasing. 

There is a 30 per cent intermar- 
riage rate, be says. ἴω ἃ Madrid com- 
munity of some 500 families - and a 
total Spanish Jewish population of 
14,000 ~ this is significant.

Last Sunday night a long process of reconciliation, hastened 
by the killing of Abu Jihad, brought Yasser Arafat -- not 
surprisingly, according to Yitzhak Shamir —to Damascus, for a 
meeting with Hafez Assad. It need not be a love-feast. But a 
meeting of minds between the Syrian president and the PLO 
chieftain, based on the concept of “armed struggle” against 
Israel, and on the rejection of the Shultz peace plan, should 


not be impossible. 


It may sooner or later induce the Syrians to allow their 
proteges in the breakaway Palestine National Salvation Front 
to be reunited with the PLO. Peace will be on all their lips 
when they jointly set out to escalate their terrorism. 

To Jordan’s King Hussein, terrorism is supposed to be 
anathema. The Hashemite monarch would not agree to form a 
joint peace delegation with Arafat unless the PLO not only 
endorsed Resolution 242, but also renounced terrorism. In so 
stipulating, Hussein was assumed to be laying down the condi- 
tions under which he would, even while acknowledging the 
Palestinians’ rights, come forward at an international confer- 
ence as the claimant to the West Bank, which Jordan had ruled 
between 1949 and 1967, and to Gaza, which it had not. 

Earlier this month, however, Jordan's prime minister, Zaid 
Rifai, issued what could be read as a declaration of Jordanian 
incompetence to speak for the Palestinians, and a renunciation 
of Jordan's territorial claims west of the river. A masterpiece 
of ambiguity, it could nevertheless also be read as another 
Jordanian exercise in playing both sides of the street. Or as a 
ploy to pressure the PLO on the one side, and Israel on the 
other side, into seeing the light, Amman style. 

On Sunday, the day Arafat flew into Damascus, King 
Hussein, answering questions by NBC Television, in effect 
ceded to the PLO chieftain responsibility for the territories by 
removing. or at least seeming to remove, the previous ambigu- 
ity. The chances for peace in the region, he said. were slipping 
away, and nuclear war, no less, might be in the offing due to 
the territorial obstreperousness of Israel's premier. But his 
own government, Hussein said, just could not act on behalf of 


the Palestinians. 


Had Israel's premier not been Yitzhak Shamir, be might 
trying to call Hussein's bluff: by inviting the king to 
immediately withdraw all Jordanian interests in the territories, 
and by informing him that Israel would indeed try to negotiate 
a suitable territorial arrangement with peace-seeking

reached the Kingdom of Heaven. 1 
believe there was an Ivan the Terri- 
ble, but 1 was not that man. Last 
week, vou convicted me. You made 
a big mistake and God will be my 
witness that [ am innocent. You 
have not judged Ivan the Terrible. 
but the wrong person. It's a great 
pity. I'm amazed that in the Holy 
Land. in a democratic country. io 
the 20th century, such an injustice 
can be done. I am innocent, as God 
is my witness.” 

After this declaration, Justice 
Levin said the court was retiring to 
consider its sentence. 

‘The recess lasted for three hours. 
during which spectators milled 
about the entrance hall. drank cof- 
fee and discussed the case. 

At 2:.20 p.m. the court recon- 
vened. As Demjanjuk was wheeled 
in he shouted in Hebrew, “Ani haf 
mepesha.” (I am innocent). 

Justice Levin announced tersely 
that Judge Tal would read the 
sentence. 

Tal started reading quickly in an 
emotionless voice. He said that 
while Demjanjuk after the war had 
started a new life in the U.S., time 
did not bring relief. “Most things 
can be forgiven. but in this case 
there is no forgiving, not in law and 
not in feeling. Demjanjuk‘s crimes 
stand above.time. It is as if Treb- 
linka still existed. Ivan were still 
swinging his sword or his iron pipe. 
curing into living flesh, causing 
streams af blood. 

“We have heard of no mitigeting 
circumstances. Mr. Gill has warmed 
of a mistaken verdict and sentence. 
‘We are aware of that danger. Dem- 


janjuk was no Eichmann, who initi- 
ated crimes. but he committed 
crimes with his own hands. There is 
no name to describe these crimes 
and there is πὸ adequate punish- 
ment. A thousand deaths are not 
enough. 

“We decree the death penalty.” 

The announcement was greeted 
with applause and shouts of “death” 
by members of the public as Levin 
repeated that the convicted man had 
the right to appeal. He then de- 
clared the session closed. 

Some youngsters started singing 
Am Yisrael hai (The Jewish people 
lives), some of the Treblinka survi- 
vors embraced each other, and there 
were some shouts against Israeli de- 
fence counsel Sheftel. 

Demjanjuk was whisked out of 
court as the lawyers collected their 
papers. People milled about. A few 
camp survivors. not those from 
Treblinka, started shouting. and on- 
lookers and television crews collect- 
ed around them. 

Police were present in large num- 
bers and handled the crowd with 
restraint. The officers in charge al- 
lowed spectators to milf about for a 
few minutes. 


‘The extra hall with its large video 


screen had been opened and was |. 


full. Thus. a total of about 500 visi- 
tors had watched the Demjanjuk 
case reach its climax. It is a safe 
guess that a large part of the popula- 
tion followed the proceedings on ra- 
dio and television. 

After a trial lasting 14 months. the 
next step is up to the Supreme Court 
which will hear the defence ap- 


peal.

The system is to blame

LEAKING classified information 
bas for years been a favourite pas- 
time of some of our politicians; of 


late it bas developed into an epi-- 


demic and become a veritable men- 
ace to the community. Whatever the 
offenders’ “motives” — an extensive, 
albeit speculative, list can easily be 
drawn up ~ not one would be recog- 
nized as valid in any court. Any 
formal, orderly country would 
know how to deal with the matter 
accordingly. 

But then, we are neither the one 
nor the other. While the judicature 
has from the very beginning main- 
tained high standards which to this 
day are among Israel's most presti- 
gious trademarks in the world -- ἃ 
few regrettable recent deviations 
notwithstanding — the same cannot 
always be said of some other aspects 
of the legal system. 

Itis incredible with what irrespon- 
sibility some high-ups in the country 
arrogate to themselves the right to 
discuss matters in public, the mere 
mention of which would be enough 
to cause lesser mortals to be put 
away without ado. Not wishing to 
expose himself to such treatment, 
this writer refrains from giving ex- 
amples. The reader does not need 
them anyway; they are known only 
all too’ well. 

While there are motives galore, as 
it were, ranging from a craze for 
publicity through pérsonal or party 


rivalries to sheer inanity, they have 
in common that they are an almost 
natural outgrowth of the administra- 
tive chaos and paralysis with which 
it has been the lot of Israelis to live 
for some time now. They are one 
more, and not the least annoying, 
by-product of the illusion of “na- 
tional unity.” 

Tf all this were just a question of 
individual incompetence or mi: 
meapour, one might shrug it off as 
déja-va, But there is unfortunately 
more to it. The lawlessness is also 
generated and partly encouraged by 
the frivolous competition between 
ministerial bureaus, at times even of 
one and the same party. The public 
is fully entitled to cry bloody 
murder. 


On occasion media representa- 
tives, too, may have been at fault, 
but their sins, if any, bear πὸ com- 
parison to those who can or will not 
keep their mouths shut. Why should 
more civic concern be expected, let 
alone demanded, from those whose 
legitimate trade it is to get at the 
news, than from those high and 
mighty who ought to know what 
must not be divulged? 


THIS SORRY state of affairs is, no 
doubt, not just incidentally related 
to one of the country's traditional 
Walaises, to wit its antiquated, psea- 
do-democratic electoral system.

Hebraizing our langu 


FIRST of all, I want to emphasize 
that [ have no intention of putting 
myself on the same level as our 
learned men in the Hebrew Lan- 
guage Academy. Nevertheless, I 
doubt the necessity of trying to find 
a Hebrew word for every foreign 
word that is today in use in the 
international community. There are 
words which have got into every 
language and there received “‘citi- 
zenship."” Nobody thinks that these 
words should be translated into their 
own language. 

I appreciate the successful effort 
to transform an old and formerly 
moribund language into a modem 
tongue. It's a big task to find and 
add new words to our old language 
αἵ ἃ time when scientific and techno- 
logical advances demand new words 
for new concepts. 

But all this does not justify the 
process which we are witnessing to-

little or no influence within the Pres- 
idents Conference, that is just sim- 
ply factually Incorrect. 

In recent years. two of the chair- 
men of the Presidents Conference 
have been presidents of the Ameri- 
can Jewish Congress, namely. Ted 
Mann and Howard Squadron, and it 
was not long ago that the president 
of the Union of American Hebrew 
Congregatons, Rabbi Alexander 
Schindler, was chairman of the Pres- 
idents Conference, literally on al- 
most a day-to-day basis. Henry Sieg- 
man, executive director of the 
American Jewish Congress, who is 
probably the most strident critic of 
Israel in American Jewish profes- 
sional leadership, has every oppor- 
tunity to express himself, and does.
